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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-10, drawn to a method, classified in class 438, subclass 622. 

II. Claims 1 1-14, drawn to a device, classified in class 257, subclass 758+. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
product can be made by another materially different process such that the steps of forming a 
dielectric layer and forming a hard mask without providing the step of removing step of the hard 
mask.. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. During a telephone conversation with Rose Thiessen on 09/05/02 a provisional election 
was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of group II, claims 1 1-14. Affirmation of 
this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 1-10 are 
withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1 . 142(b), as being drawn to a 
non-elected invention. 
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5. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR L17(i). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published under section 122(b) 
only if the international application designating the United States was published under Article 21(2)(a) of such 
treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of this 
subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a). 

An anticipation under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) or 102(e) is established when a single prior art 
reference discloses, either expressly or under principles of inherency, each and every element of 
a claimed invention. See RCA Corp. v. Applied Digital Data Systems, Inc., 730 F.2d 1440, 221 
USPQ 385 (Fed. Cir. 1984). 

It is well settled that the law of anticipation does not require that the reference teach what 
appellant is teaching or has disclosed, but only that the claims on appeal "read on' 1 something 
disclosed in the reference, i.e., all limitations of the claims are found in the reference. See 
Kalman v. Kimberly Clark Corp., 713 F.2d 760, 218 USPQ 781 (Fed. Cir. 1083). Moreover, it is 
not necessary for the applied reference to expressly disclose or describe a particular element or 
limitation of a rejected claim word for word as in the rejected claim so long as the reference 
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inherently discloses that element or limitation. See, for example, Standard Havens Products Inc. 
v. Gencor Industries Inc., 953 F.2d 1360, 21 USPQ2d 1321 (Fed. Cir. 1991). 

2. Claims 1 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lee et al. 
(6,319,824) 

Lee et al. (6,3 19,824) discloses, as to claim 1 1, an IC comprising an interconnect 
structure having a dielectric layer 115. The dielectric layer 115 includes at least a portion of a 
hard mask layer 120, wherein the hard mask 120 has a patterned organic polymer film such that a 
portion of the patterned organic polymer film is fluorinated. See figure 9B and column 4. 

As to claim 12, the patterned organic film is a patterned low-K organic polymer film. See 
figure 9B and column 4. 

As to claim 13, the patterned organic polymer film has a surface and an interior, wherein 
the surface includes a fluorinated portion and the interior comprises a non-fluorinated portion. 
See figure 9B and column 4. 

As to claim 14, a K value of the fluorinated portion is less than a K value of the non- 
fluorinated portion. See figure 9B and column 4.
